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GODRIC SAINT, bom at Walpolc, in Norfolk^ 
and^ for the fpace of fixty years, a hermit at 
Finchale, near Durham, where he dyed in 1170^ 
fecms^ in that retirement, to have compofed a 
hjmn, which he ufed frequently to chant, pretend- 
ing, in the genuine fpirit of ills profesfion, that it 
bad been originally dictated and fung to him by 
" the moft blefsed mother of god," who recom- 
mibnded it as a folace in pain or temptation,* and 
which, being, certainly, one of the moil ancient 
fpecimens of Englifh poetry now extant, is here 
corredly given, from a collation of feveral manu- 
fcriptsf , in fome of which it is accompanyed with 
the mufical notes.

{" Owayne miles") of which there is a copy in the 
Cot. MS. Calilgula A. II. may^ undoubtedly, be 
a translation of Henrys Latin profe, butihould not 
have been confounded with it.*^ 

GULDEVORD JOHN DE wrote, in Englifli 
verfe, '' La pasfyun Jhefu Criji en Engleys'* 
(begining *' I hereth you one lutele tale that ich 
eu wille telle**) 5 The contention of the awl and 
the nightingale (begining " Ich was in one 
fumere dale) ^ Of the woman of Samaria, Sec. all 
extant in a manufcript of Jefus-college, Oxford 
(Num. 76). The contention of the ami and the 
nightingale is, likewife, preferved in a manufcript 
of the Cotton-library (Caligula. A. IX.) and, pos- 
fiblely, the other ihort Engliih poems in that ma- 
nufcript may be by the fame hand. 

The Oxford catalogue feems to be bifhop Tan- 
ners fole authority for afcribeing the contents of 
the Jefus-college MS. to John de Guldevord, as 
he does not appear to have perfbnally examined it. 
In fa6t, one Nichole (or Nicholas) f of Gulde- 
forde (Guildford) is twice named in The con-

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tentian of the owl and the nightingale, not^ iti* 
deed^ as the poet^ but as a fage perfon, an accoin« 
plifhed finger, and a fit judge of their controverfy. 
He is mentioned to refide at Portes-hom in Dor- 
fetfhire: but the language is not every- where 
perfedly intelligible. It appears, however, by 
fome lines cited from the Jefus MS. in The his* 
tory of Englijh poetry (volume 1, page 25), that 
John de Guldevorde was actually the author of 
*^ la pasfyon Jhu Crrfi 'en Engleys :** and, pro- 
•bablely, Nicholas was his brother. Mr. Warton 
fays that *' the whole MS. confifiing of many de- 
tached pieces both in verfe and profe, was per- 
haps written in the reign of Henry the fixth :*' 
which is highly improbable. The Cotton one, at 
leafi:, is of the thirteenth century. 

HAMILLAN is a name introduced merely for 
the purpofe of correfting the misreprefentation (rf 
Winftanley. " Should we,'* fays that il-informed 
and inaccurate writer, " forget the learned Ha- 
millan, our book would be thought to be imper- 
feft, fo terfe and fluent was his verfe, of which 
we fhall give you two examples, the one out of 
Mr. John Speed his defcription of Devon . . . 
The other out of Mr. Weever his Funeral mo- 
numents'* Thefe examples are, doubflefs, asfto- 
niftiingly " terfe and fluent'* for the age alluded

io, bang, in fa&., good trajifilations^ ia the AlcK- 
tndrisLe mete of Dfayton, and, vtry probablelf^ 
hy ibsLt poet bimfelf^ firom Ae Latin hexameten 
of old Hanvillan^ or Hanvill^ quoted in Camd^f 
Britannia, and more at laige in his Remaines, 

LAWEMAN, LAYAMON, <jr LAZAMON, 
a priefl at Ernleyc upon Severn^ translated the 
Aoty of Brute> or old f^Kilous Britifli hM&orj, 
from the Fiiench of maistre Wace, a Nonxian 
poet, native of the Hand of JerTey, who finiihed 
his work in ilbb*. This mofi ancient poem is 
freferved in a MS. of the Cotton-library (Caligula. 
A. IX.) extrads from which, as well as from a 
di^fecent and fomewhat modemifed cc^y (Otho. 
€• Xlil. deAroyed by the fire of 173^1), maybe 
feen in the kamed Wanleys catidogue of Saxon 

* Mr. Tyrwhitr, upon the authority of Huet, fays 
his name was Robert ; which is, at any rate, improbable, 
and, moft likely, untrue : as, in the firft place, a double 
name (the latter not being from the place of birth or 
refidence) would be a fingular circumfiance in that re- 
mole age, and, fecondJy, Wact or Gace was actually a 
ChriflLan name ; there being two other ancient poets fo 
called, vixt Gaces BruUy and Gaces de Vigne. Many copys, 
as wel of this poem, as of others by the fame venerable 
bard, being the moft ancient in the French language, 
are ftil extant.

ORM, or ORMIN, wrote a paraphrafe of the 
evangelical history^ intitled Ormulum, which is 
preferved in a manufcript of the Bodleian library^ 
whence coniiderable extrads are given by Hickes 
and Wanley (Gram, A, S. l65, and L. V. S. 
Cata. 59). Both of thefe learned men feem to 
have coniidered the work as' mere profe^ but the 
ingenious Tyxwhitt (who does not conceive it to 
be eaiiyer than the reign of Henry II. whereas 
Hickes places it near the conqueft) clearly fhews 
it to be writen in verfes of fifteen, or rather four- 
teen, fyllables, without rime. See his '^ Esfay on 
the language and verfification of Chaucer,*' § IV. 
The author addrefses himfelf to his brother Wal- 
ter 3 which is all that can be gathered of his 
history.

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GaX)UCESTER ROBERT OF (fuppofcd to 
have been a monk in die abbey there) wrote a 
chronkte of England in rime, wbicb was publiih- 
ed by the industrious HeamCj from a MS, in the 
Harjeian library, with a continuation, by the 
BUthofj from one in the Cotton coUection, in two 
vobuoes, octavoj at 0«ford, in i7S*. This chro- 
nicle was writeu after the year 1378, being the 
oth year of king Edward the firft, which is the 
lateft date alluded to, though it ends with the 
reign of that monarchs immediate predecesfor, 
Henry the third, who dyed in 1278. 

GROSTHEAD, GROUTHEVED, GREAT- 
HEAD, GROSTEST, alias COPLEY, ROBERT, 
a native of Suffolk, or, according to fome, of 
Liucolnfliire, and, in procefs of time, biftop of 
Lincoln, a perfon of great learning, is fayed to 
have writen " a tretyfe that ys ycleped [the] 
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" castel of love,"* extant in the Bonlleian libraiy, 
MS. Vemon, fo. 292, However, as the poem 
exifb in French, under the title of Chateau 
d'amour, Romance par mesjire Robert Grojfete^e, 
and " La vie dt D. Jhu de fa kamanife, &c." 
(" Ki penfe bien, ben peut dire") (fee Wartons 
Hutory of Englijk poetry, I, 78) it feems moft 
probable that he was not alfo the author of the 
translation, which this historian, on the contraiy, 
is inclined to attribute to Robert of Bronne, -wbom 
fee. To him, likewife, hath been afcribed, by 
fome, the Stimulus confcienfia of Richard RoUe : 
fee Tanner, in nomine, note h. He was con- 
fecrated in 1235, and dyed in isss.f Of this 
" great clarke" Gowcr relates a fable, which wai 
afterwaM attributed to frier Bacon : 
" I rede howe bufy that he waa 
Upon the clergie an head of bras 
To foi^, and make it for to telle 
Of fucbe tbyngcs as befelle : 

• " Her begynoec a tretifc 
That ys ycleped Cafitl ef livi, 
That bifhop Grostcft made ywjs, 
For lewd mens behove." 
The firftline/tifthe prologue or introduction, ii, 
•' That good thiaketh good may do." 
t Tanner alfo gives the tatter year a* that of his lirti. 
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And feven yeres befinefflc 
He laide, but for the lachefle 
Of halfe a minute of an boure. 
Fro firft he began labourc. 
He lofte all that he had do." 

KENDALE. A poet of this name is men- 
fioned by Robert of Brunne, aa haveing writeo 
" in fo quainte Inglis," that it was not generally 
underflood, and had, of courie, been moch cor- 
rupted : but upon what fubjed he wrote wc are 
not infomied. Thomas of Ercildon, another poet 
4>f the fame age, and aUb mentioned by Bnmne, 
is to be placed amongit thofe of Scotland. 
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ASHEBURNE THOMAS, a frier of the order 
of the blefsed Mary of Mount-Carmel at North- 
hampton^ wrote, in 1384^ a tfeatife of theological 
argument, intitled, De contemptumundi: extant, 
but imperfed, in the Cotton library, Ap. VII. 
At the begining of the volume is another rdi- 
^ous poem, probablely by the fame author, com- 
mencelng ^^ Lyftyns all gret and finale.'* 

BANISTER WILLIAM appears to have been 
no lefs celebrated as a prophet in England, than 
Thomas of Ercildon, his contemporary, was in 
Scotland. Biihop Tanner refers to fome *' Pro- 
phefies of Banister of England," in MS. Worfl. 
8vo. pap. 7. The aiM^or of Scala chronica, writ- 
en foon after 1360, mentions (according to 
Lelands extrad) '* William Banestre and Tho- 
mas .Erceldoune, whos wordes were fpoken yn 
figure as were the propheties of Merlin." " The 

C 
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whole prophecies of Scotland, &c," are feyed, 
tn the title, to i>e prophefyedj inter alios, by 
" Baneftre and Sybilla," but no projdiecy by the 
former is infcrted in the work, though he is oc- 
calionally cited j as in the following lines : 

" Beids books have i feen, Bahbstbbs alfo :" 

" As Berlingtons books, and Banestxb us 
tellB :■■ 

" Beid hath brieved in his book, andBANHSTEK 
alfo." 

Forduns interpolator fpeaks of an EnglUb kni^t 
of this name, who, in the night in which Ed- 
ward the firft dyed, law, in a vifion, that mt>- 
narchs foul infultcd and fl^ellated by devils. 
(Scotickro. by Goodall, II, 336.) Bifliop Tanner 
feems to confound him with Gilbert Banastre, an 
author of a dijferent name and century. 

BASTON ROBERT is only noticed forarea- 
fon fimilar to that already given with refpeft to 
Hahillan. Both Winftanlq' and mistrefs 
Cooper have fuppoled him to write in Bn^iih 
verfe; and inftaaced, as a fpecimen of his ex- 
torted production on the battle of Bannock-bnm 
(1314), the following lines ; 

" In dreary verfe my rymes i make. 
Bewailing whileA fuch theme i take :" 
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which TDzy, indeed^ pafs for a tolerable translation 
of the firil couplet of his actual performance : 

*^ De planctu cudo metrum cum carmine nudo : 
Rijum retrudo, dum tali themate ludo,*' 

There is no authority (unkfs it be Bales expres- 
fion of '' Tragedies Cs^ comedim vulgares'*) for pre- 
tending that he wrote any thing in Engliih ; and, 
indeed, one might be glad to know what Bale had 
for attributeing to him fo many things in Latin. ^ 
He was, however, a famous poet in his day, and 
has even given name to a fpecies of metre : 
'' ryme Boston/' mentioned by Robert of Brunne. 

BRUNNE ROBERT OF. SeeMANNYNG. 

CHAUCER GEOFFREY, '' the father of Eng- 
liih poetry," bom at London in or about the year 
1328, wrote,f 1. '' The Canteibury tales :" twice

Godfray, in 1532 j J. Raynes, or W. Bonham, 
1542 J by T. Petit, without datej J. Kingfton, 
in 1561} and A. Islip, in 1598, and l602| 
in the very pompous, but moft inaccurate and

GOWER JOHN, wrote, in Englilh metre, a 
prolix dialogue, of various argument, according 
to the fafhion of his age, intitled '' Canfesfio 
amantis, (that is to fay in Englifftie, The confes- 
fyon of the lover) >" originally printed by William 
Caxton, in 1483, and reprinted by Thomas Ber- 
thelet, in 1532, and 1554, folio : alfo a long pa- 
rafytical balade in praife of king Henry the fourth, 
inferted in feveral editions of Chaucer.* In lord

Some of his fmaller poems are preferved in a 
MS. of Trinity-college^ Cambridge; and^ it may 
be^ in other collections ', but> posfefsing little or 
no merit^f are likely to remain in obfcurity. He 
dyed^ aged, in 1402, and was intered *in the 
dnirdi of St. Mary-Overy, Southwark, where his 
monimient, a curious piece of antiquity, ftil re- 
mains.

HERBERT WILUAM. " In the library of 
Mr. Farmer, of Tusmore in Oxfordihire/' ac- 
cording to Warton, *' are [is] or were [was] 
lately, a collection of hymns and antiphones, pa- 
raphrafed into Englifh [verfe, it is prefumed], by 
William Herbert, a Ffanciscan frier, and a famous 
preacher, about the year 1330." (History of 
EngUfh poetry, II, 194.) 

LANGELANDE ROBERT, " a Shroplhire 
man,'* it is fayed, " borne in Cleybirie, aboute 
eight myles from Malverae hilles,*' wrote ^' The 
viiion of Pierce Plowman," a curious allegorical 
poem, firft printed by Robert Crowley, vicar of 
Saint-Giles Cripplegate, in is 50 (of which date 
there are at leafl two, if not three editions), and> 
again, by Owen Rogers, in 156 1 (all in quarto and 
black-letter^). The learned Tyrwhitt disputes 
our authors title, fince in what he efteemed the beil

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manufcripts (which, whether they be fo or not, 
differ materially from the printed copys), the poet 
is exprefsly faluted by the name of " Wille," 
and the work itfelf intitled " Vifio Willblmi 
de Petro Ploughman.** Now, unleis the word 
WiLLE be, as there is fome reafbn to believe, no 
more than a perfonification of the mental faculty, 
and have, confequently, been misapprehended by 
the write/ of that title,* it fhould follow that the 
authors name was William, and that his fur- 
name and quality are totally unknown. However 
this may be, the work itfelf, a very curious and 
masterly production, appears to have been com- 
pofed in, or foon after, the year 1362. It is "a 
kind of religious allegorical fatire; in which Pierce 
the ploughman, the principal perfonage, feems to 
be intended for the pattern of Christian perfection, 
if not, occafionally, for Jefus Chrifl himfelf. 
The mode of verfification adopted by this writer 
(an alliterative metre of 9 and 1 1 fyllables with- 
out rime) is originally Gothick, and, from the 
many other inftances which occur in MS. is con-

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jcctured to have been a favourite poetick ftilo with 
the commoa peoide (as they are called) down to 
late period. (See Hickeses Gram. A. S. p. Sl7i 
Percys Relique$, II, 270.) Our author became 
popular, about the time of the reformation, from 
his haveing lalhed Ae vices of the clergy, both 
r^ular and fecular, with a juA fevmty;, and 
foretdd, as was thought, the ddlruction of the 
monasterys by Henry VIII. . The pasfagc is cer- 
tainly curious : 

" — ther (hall come a king and confcffe yon 
religious. 

And beat you as the b/ble telleth for breaking 
of your rule. 

And amend monials, monkes and chanont. 

And put hem to her penaunce, ad pristinumfia' 

And than Iball the abot of Abington and all 

his isfue for ever 
Have a knocke of a kynge, and ioeorable the 

woundc." 
Manufcript copys of this work are by no meani 
uncommon in publicfc librarys, but it requires a 
thorough and attentive investigation to decide 
upon the comparative merits of the printed copy, 
.refpe6ting the faultynefs and imperfection whereof 
Mr. Tyrwhitt may have been Ibmewhat too hafi^ 
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in his judgement.^ After all, it is probable that

MANNYNG ROBERT, alias Robert of 
Brunne, born, as it is fuppofed, at Malton in York- 
fhire, whence he fomewhere calls himfelf *' Danz 
Robert of Maltone/* and, in procefs of time, ca- 
non of the prioiy of Brunne, or Bourne^, in Lin- 
cdnihir^, translated into Engliih metre^ the 
French riming chronicle of Piers, or Peter, de 
Langetofl, a canon regular of Saint Auflin at Brid- 
lington in Yorkihire, which he finiihed in 1338. 
The more interefting part of this translation (a 
performance of confiderable merit), from the 
time of Cadwallader to the death of Edward the 
firft^ was firft publifhed in print by the industri- 
ous T. Hearne, in 2 volumes, 8vo. at Oxford, in 
1726. The former part, whidi, in faft, is a 
translation from the Brut of '' mayfter Wace," a 
Norman poet of the I2th century,* and not from

V. 7, and fuper D. i. art. 44). Mr. Warton has 
done great injustice to Mannyng^ in concludeing 
that '' he has fcarcdy more poetry than Robert 
of Glocester/' which only proves his want of 
tafte or judgenaent : he allows, however, " that 
even fuch a writer as Robert de Brunne [and, in 
fad, we have very few fuch] contributed to form 
a flyle^ to teach expresfion, and to polHh his na* 
tive tongue." 

MINOT LAURENCE wrote, in 1352, ten 
Ijrrick poems, of fingular merit, upon the principal 
events of the reign of the then monarch, king 
Edward the third > which were elegantly and ac- 
curately printed, from the only MS. copy (Galba 
E. IX.) in 1796. 

ROLLE RICHARD, a hermit, of the order of 
St. Augustine, refideing in or near the nunnery of 
Hampole, near Doncaster, whence he is ufually 
called Richard of Hampole, or Richard Hampole, 
wrote, 1 . '' Stimultis con/cientict, or The prykke 
of confcience,** a theological poem, in feven paits; 
the ift, of human nature, the 2d, of the world,

'^ In perfit living, which pafseth poyfie, 
Richard hermite, contemplative of fentence, 
Drough in Englishe TAe prick of con^ 
fcience"* 
He alfo left a copy of this prolix poem to the 
fociety of friers*minors in York, after his, and 
his brothers death -, which came, afterward, into 
the posfesfion of Dr. Monro. In fa6t, it would 
rather feem that the Latin was translated from the 
Englifh ; fince in the library of Pembroke-haU is 
a MS. " Trad, infcriptas Stimulus confcientiae j 
qui it minus fciolo eft translatus (verba funt inter* 
pretisj. Si quis igitur fapiens in illo aliqnos re* 
periat defectus, deprecor ut eos corrigat mente pia, 
tff translatori imponat,*' (Num. 118.) He dyed 
in 1349, and, on account of his piety and his mi- 
racles, was not only reputed a faint by the popu- 
lace, but appears to have been actually canonized.

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STRODE RALPH, the greateft ornament <rf 
Merton-coUege, according to Leland, who fays, 
in his poetical ftile, that he worfliiped eloquence, 
and the warbleing mufes with the mofl pasfionate 
love. Chaucer, it is true, in his '^ Trdlus and 
Cresfeide," addrefses that poem to " morall 
Gower," and ^^ to the philofophical Strode," 
'*" To vouch fafe (there nede is) to correfte. 
Of their benignities and zelis goode :" 
whence Bale infers that he calls him an Engliih 
poet. Lydgate, alfo, haveing this jiasfage in his 
eye, has placed him among poets, though he does 
not exprefsly term him one : 

** In moral matter ful notable was Gowcr, 
And fo was Strood in his philofophie:"* 
Nothing, however, of his compoiition in the ver- 
nacular language, is known to be preferved; 
though lyeing Dempfter, who has ranked him 
among the native writers of Scotland, pretends

TAYSTEKE JOHN DE, a monk of Saint 
Marys abbey, York, translated from the Latin, 
in 1357, at tjie command of archbiihop Thorcsby, 
a poem on the decalogue ; extant in number 1022

VICARY THOMAS, of Wimbom-minfter in 
Dorfetihire, feems to have been the author or 
translator of a poem on the flory of ApoUontus of 
Tyre (posfiblely from the Pantheon of Godfrey of 
Viterbo), of which Dr. Fanner had a fragment. 
ScG Sieevenses Shakjpeare, XIII, 381, 609. 

WALTON, or WALTWNEM, JOHN, ca- 
non of Ofeney, translated into Englifh verfe " Tlie 
boke of comfort called in Latyn Boecius de con* 
folatiane phihfo'phie ; printed, in the exempt mo- 
nastery of Taviftock, in Devonfhire, by " Dan 
Thomas Rychard monke of the fayd monasteiy, 
to the inflant defyre of the ryght worihypful 
efquier ma3rfler Robert Langdon," anno 1525, 
quarto : But the translation appears, from a ma- 
nufcript copy quoted by Heame (Prosfatio in 
Camdeni Annates, p. cxxxiii) to have been finiihed 
in 1410: conformablely to another, among the 
kings MSS. (18 A XIII.) in which the work is 
fayed' to be translated '* per capellanum Johan- 
nem,*' whom Casley mistook for '' Ludgate.' 
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ALCOCK JOHN, bifhop of Ely, is the author 
of a comment upon the feven penitential pfalms, 
in Engliih verfe (Harley MSS. 1704, imperfed). 
He dyed in 1500. 

ASHBY GEORGE, clerk of the fignet to 
Margaret queen of Henry the lixth, wrote a moral 
poem, for the ufe of their fon prince Edward, on 
the ^' active policy of a prince," finifhed, it ap- 
pears, in the authors eightieth year, and extant 
among biihop Mores MSS. at Cambridge (Num. 
492).

AWDELAY JOHN, who ftiles himfelf capel- 
lanus, and appears to have been old, blind, and 
deaf, and a canon of the monastery of Haghmon

divinity and pious legends ; of which the late 
Dr. Farmer had a coeval manuicript, now in the 
posfeslion of Francb Douce^ efquire. At the end 
are thefe lines :

BARCLAY ALEXANDER, priel), chaplain 
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(1508) in die ooUege of St. Maiy-Otery, Devon, 
aiid> afterward^ monk of Eiy, translated from 
the French " The castell of Labour^ wherein is 
Rydiefse^ Vertue and Honour/' an allegorical 
poem^ in feven-line fianzas, printed by Wynken 
de WcMTde, in 1506: alfo, " out of Laten, 
Frenche and Doche/* '' Tliis prefent boke named 
the (hyp of folys of the worlde," printed by Rich- 
ard Pinfon in 1509> and by John Cawood in 
1570. It concludes with a ballad, of 12 octave 
(hinzas, in honour of the virgin Mary. He, 
Itkewiife, translated fh>m the Latin, of Dominick 
Mancyn, '^ A lyght firutefoU treatyfe, intituled the 
myrrour of good maners, conteyning the iiii ver* 
tues, called cardinaU 3" printed by Pinfon, *^ at 
the inflaunce and requeft of the ryght noble 
Rychafd 3rerle of Kent:" and, in his youth, com- 
piled Rve -" Egloges, whereof the fyrft thre 
conteyoeth the myferyes of courters and courtes 
of all prynces in generall : the matter whereof 
was translated . . . out of a boke named in Latyn 
Miferie cufiaiium compyled by Eneas Silvius 
poete and oratour, whiche after was pope of 
Rome and named Pius :" the fourth ^' conteyning 
the maner of the riche men anenfl poets and 
ether clerkes;" and the fifth being " of the 
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cytezen and vplondjrfliman :*' all printed by Pin- 
fon or de Worde : aiid inferted, alfo, along 
with *' The myrrdur of good maners" in Cawoods 
edition of " The ihyp of folys.*' There was like- 
wife an edition of the three firft eclogues bj 
Humphrey Powell. Wood, from Bale^ mentions 
'^ his anfwer to John Skelton the poet" (*' Contra 
Skeltonum, lib, l")^ which was probabldy in me- 
tre 5 but appears neither to have been pnnted, nor 
to be extant in manufcript.^ • He dyed, very aged, 
in 1552, and was intered at Croydon: where, 
from his firfl eclogue, he appears to have dwelt in 
his youth. Both his name of baptifm and the or- 
thography of his fumame feem to prove that he 
was of Scotiih extraction. Wood fiippofes him 
to have been a Somerfetfhire man : but 
Dr. BuUeyn, his contemporary fays, .that he 
" was born beyond the cold river of Tweed." 
See his '^ Dialogue botli pleafante and pitifiil." 
1564. 

• In Maunfells- catalogue is *' Alex. Barkley his 
figure of our mother holy church opprefsed by the 
French king :" printed by Pinfon j but whether in veirfc 
orprofe is uncertain. Bale, alfo, enumerates the lives 
of St. George, from Mantuan, St. Catharine, St. Mar- 
garet and St/Ethelred j which are in the fame predica- 
ment. 
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Barclay is, likewife^daim'd as a Scot, byThomas 
Dempfler, who iays '' he live'd m Engldand, 
heiDg expel'd [from his native coantiy] for the 
{ake of religion." This, however, feems his pe- 
culiar invention, fince no religious disfentions had 
takeen place in Scotland fo early as 1506. Hoi- 
lynshed, even, poiitively calls him '' a Scot :'* 
but Bale, the oldeft authority, fays onely, '* that 
ibme contend that he was a Scot, others, an 
Engleiihman,*' though he himfelf, from the fitua- 
tion he has alloted him mighli^ve adopted the 
latter opinion. He fays, moreover, that '^ this 
Berkeley had prove'd feveral feds, fometimes ad- 
ing the mafs-priefl, and fometimes, the Benedic- 
tine, or Franciscan, certain to none : but in all 
^efe," he ads, in his bigoted and foul-mouth'd 
"way, '* he continue'd a hateer of truth, and, 
under the disguife of celibacy, a filthy adulterer 
to the laft." Pitts, himfelf a papift, and, on that 
account, it may be, better inform'd than Bale, 
admits, that, with fome, he appear'd to have been 
a Scot, ** but was, veryly, anSngleifhman, and 
his native country, as it is probable, Devonfhire." 
Wood, who defigns him Alexander de Barklay, 
iays he " feems to have been bom at, or near, a 
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town {o called in Scxmerfetihire,* wns, for a time, 
educated in this univeriity> particnlarij, as it 
Jkems, in Orid-colkge, of which his great patron 
and favourer of his ftudies, Thoooas Comiih, 
biihop of Tyne, was then provoft [to whom he 
dedicateed his " Shyp of Mys," isog]. '' Sure 
"tis^ he ads, ** that, living to fee his monastery 
disfolv*d, he became vicar of Much-Badew in 
£sfex, and, in 1546, of the church of St. Mat« 
thew the apostle at Wokey in Somerfetfhire [and, 
finally, inftitute^o that of All-faints, Lombard- 
flreet]. In his younger days," he iays, ^' he 
was efteemed a good poet and orator, but, when 
years came on, he fpent his time'mofUy in pious 
tnatters, and in reading the histories of faints.*' 
Warton, who (as wel as Tanner) asferts that 
" He was of Oriel-cdlege, in Oxford" by way 
xji {MToof, ihews him " to have fpent ibme time 
tt Cambridge"' (II, 240).

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BARNES or BERNERS, DAME JULYAN, 

pnoTeTs of the nunnery of SopewcU near St. Al- 
bans, compiled the " boke of huntyngj** printed^ 
along with a book of hawking, and ^' other 
plefuris diverfe," at St. Albans, in I486, folio; 
and, again, by Wyaken de Worde, in 1496, 
folio : again, by Toye and Ck)pland, 4to. This 
lady wiiom Bale terms " Ubuirk foendna,'* is 
noted by W. Burton, to have been the daughter 
of fir James Bemers of Bemers-Roding in Eslex, 
and fister to Richard lord Berners. See Tanner. 

BENET. See BURGH. 

BOKENHAM OSBERN, a native dF Suffolk, 
^nd canoii of iht order of St. Augustine in the 
monaftery of Stoke-Clare, wrote, or translated, 
in and about 1446, the lives of divers faints, 
which are extant in a coeval MS. in the library of 
the Royal fociety. 

BOWYER JOHN, canon of Bodmin, wrote 
a dul poem, addrefsed to Jcfus Chrift, intitled 
Contemplatio bona, and another, De pueritia do- 
mini nostri Jhefu Christi, (" Allemyzthty god yn 
trynyte) 3** both extant in Num. 2399 of the 
Harlcian MSS. which, likewife, contains the old 
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poeixi^ '' Quomodo homo /apiens dicit ;" '' How 
the wife man taught his fon," posfiblelyby the 
iame hand. 



BRADSHAA HENRY, a monk of the Bene- 
dictine monastery of St. Werburg, in Chester, 
the place of his nativity, translated ^^ The holy 
life and history of faynt Werburge, very frute- 
flill for all Christen people to rede 3" printed by 
Richard Pinfon, 1521, in 4to, & b. 1. It is in 
flanzas, chiefly of 7, but fome of 8 lines. (Her- 
bert, 269). To this author, likewife, is attri- 
buted by Ames, or Herbert, '' The lyfe of faynt 
Radegunde :" printed by the fame Pinfon, in 4tb. 
and b. 1. but without date : in flanzas of 7 lines. 
He dyed, as it appears from the book, in 1513*. 

* This virgin martyr Thomas Chatterton, in " The 
ftorie of Wiiliam Canyng/' has converted into a 
male : 

" Next holie IVareburghux fylld my mynde. 
As fayre a fayncte as anie towne can boafte,— 
I fee kfs ymage waulkeyng throwe the coafie : &c." 

There is, at leafl, one very pnfwnd fcholar whoflil be* 
lieves in the authenticity of Rowleys foam / a mistake 
which muH have been imposiible to a prieil in the 15th 
century. 
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BREUS THOMAS. At the end of an old 
Englifh poem, in the Harleian library (Num. 
23 S 8), is this note, writen, a» Mr. Wanley ob- 
ferves, by a later hand, " Finis pasfionis Chrihti 
auctore Thoma Breus (1422)'," which, he ads, 
" feems to be a mistake, and perhaps a wilful 
one : for the name Thomas Breus, which appears 
in the firft page, is of the very fame inke that 
the whole book is written with, and, that maketh 
mention of the year 1536 : fo that *tis much more 
likely that this Breus was only the posfesfor of it.** 
However this may be, the manufcript is clearly 
of the fifteenth century, and even the laft page 
(part of a prophecy), which contains the above 
date feems as old as the reft. Some words alfo ap- 
pear to have been erafed, probably by the inter- 
polator of the colophon, from which he may have 
had authority for what he has there fayed. The 
poem itfelf commences with this line : " Comyng 
the gret tjrme of mercy." 

BURGH BENEDICT (orBENNET), canon 
of St. Stephens Wefbninfler, translated out of 
Latin the book of distichs or precepts called Cata 
magnusj which, as master Caxton obferves, fidl 
craflily he made, '* in balade lyal, for the erudicion 
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of my lord Boufher, fone and heyr at that tyme 
to my lorde the erle of Eflfex.** He was rector 
of SandoOj in Esfex^ in 1440, archdeacon of 
Colchester in 1465, prebendary of St. Pauls in 
1472, and dyed in 1483. M. Caxton, prefer ing 
his own profe to '' mayster Benets" poetry, trans- 
lated die above work from the French, and printed 
it in the laft of thofe years. '' A Criftemafsc 
game made by maister Benet, howe god almyghty 
feyde to his apostelys, and echen of them were 
baptifte, and none knew of other," is in the 
Harlcy MS. 7333 : '' Sanctus Petrus, Petri, 
Petri, prynce of aposteles all." '^ Arysto[t]les 
ABC made be mayster Benet :'* '^ A to amerous 
to aunterous" C^SS, Har, 1706). He, likewife, 
continued and completed the Regimen principum, 
or Secretumfecretorum, of John Lydgate, left im- 
perfedt by his, death. 

CAUMPEDEN HUGH OF translated, out 
of French, " The history of kyng Boccus and 
Sydracke, how he confounded his lerned men, 
and in the fyght of them dronke ftrong venym in 
the name of the tiynjrte and did him no hurt, £s^c." 
printed, at London, by Thomas Godfrey, '' at the 
code and charge of dan Robert Saltwodcs monk9 
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of faynte Auftens at. Cantorbuiy/* in 1 510. A 
MS. copy, in the Sloan colle6tion (Num. 29St), 
has " Explicit Robertus Wakefelde" with the 
date of 1602. 4to. In the catalogue of the Bod- 
leian MSS. (Land. G. 57.)'is '' Hugh of Camp- 
dens poems in Englifh:'* pogfibldy the above 
translation, of which manufcript copys are not 
ancommon. 

CAXTON WILU AM, the firft Englifli printer, 
has aded two feven-line ftanzas, apparently of 
his own compofition, by way of conclufion to 
" The morale prouerbes of Cristyne [of Pjrfe or 
Pifan] 5*' reprinted in Ameses '* Typographical an- 
tiquities," by Herbert, p. 1 8. Mr. Warton, alfo, 
in addition to ^' the rhyming introductions and 
epilogues with which he frequently decorates his 
books,*' feems wiling to afcribe to him a poem of 
confiderable length, intitled " The worke of 
fiipience," of his own printing, and of which he 
appears to be the author, by the prologue : but 
which is, elfewhere, more juftiy attributed to 
Lydgate. It muft be owned, however, that our 
venerable typographer does not feem (in his owi^ 
language) to have *' dronken** very deep *' of 
Elycons well," as he translated Virgil and Ovid, 
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out of French^ into Englifh profe. He djed 
in 1491. 

CHERTESEY ANDREW translated from the 
French; 1. " A lytd tretife, intytoled or named 
the Lucidarye j" printed by Caxton ; 2. *'The craft 
to live well and to dye well>" finifiied the 2 1 ft of Ja- 
nuary 1505, and printed by Wynken deWordein 
the following year j and, 3. '^ The pasfion of our 
lord Jefu Cryft/* printed by the fame printer in 
1520.* In the title-page of his '' Floure of the 
commaundementes of god, &c. (a translation from 
the French) printed by Wynkyn de Worde, 1521, 
folio, are '^ The x commaundementes of the 
lawe," and " The fyve conmiaundementes of the 
churche/* in verfe. " llie prologue of the trans- 
latour,*' alfo, is in ftanzas of 8 lines. 

CHESTRE THOMAS is the author of a me- 
trical romance, intitled *^ Launfal miles" relating 
the adventures of one of king Arthurs knights fo 
called, as he himfelf informs us : 

*' Thomas Chestre made ihys tale 
Of the noble knyzt fyr Launfal."

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It is a fice translation fiom the French } and 
18 preferved in a MS. of the Cotton*]ibraiy 
(Caligula A. II) ; begining, '* Be douzty Ar- 
tooTB dawes.'* Either this^ or a different, trans- 
lation was printed before 1575^ under the title of 
Syr LamweU. 

COMBE JOHN. " Disputatio inter equum, 
nnfertm ^ <yoem, by John Combe^ old Engliih/* 
MSS. Aihmole^ 50, 4to. If this be the " dia- 
logue between the horfe, the iheep^ and the 
goofe^*' of which there is a copy in the fame col- 
lection (754. 2), and which was originally printed 
by Caxton, it is nfually afcribed to John Lyd- 
gate. 

CORNISHE (othcrwifc NYSHEWHETE) 
WILLIAM^ chapelman to king Henry the fe^ 
venth^ compofed^ during his confinement in the 
Fleet, 1504, '* A treatife betwene trouth and in- 
formation :'* printed at the end of Skeltons 
works, in Marihes edition, and that of 1736. 

CROPHILL JOHN, a cunning-man, conjurer, 

or aihrological quack, who practifed in Suffolk 

about the year 1490, has left fome poetiy or rime^ 

fpoken at an entertainment of ** Frere Thomas,** 
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' and fire ladies of quality whofe names are men^ 
tioned : at which two great bowls^ or goblets^ 
called " Merfy & Schar3rte** were brilkly circu- 
lated: extant in the Harleian MS. 1735^ and be* 
gining, " Frere Tomas Fairefelde." 

FABIAN ROBERT, an alderman of London, 
and one of the fherifs of that city in 1493, wrote 
or translated certain poems or verfes, which arc 
interfperfed occafionally in hi^ *^ Newe cronydet 
of Englande and of France," firft printed 151 6, 
by Richard Pinfon } but omit^d, for the moft part, 
in the fubfequent editions.* As a favorable fpe- 
cimen of his poetical talents may be mentioned 
an elegy on Henry the firft, which mistrefs Cooper 
has inferted in " The mufes library," as '' wrote 
immediately after; his death, the author un- 
JcDown )" and which Mr. Preston, in his 
f Thoughts on lyric poetiy," printed in the ift 
volume of " The tranfadions of the royal Irifli 
academy," calls " a very early fpecimen of the 
irregular ode in the Englifii language j which,"

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he fays> '* bears marks of the higheft antiquity :** fo 
little difference did thefe two ingenious criticks ima- 
gine there was between the language of the 1 2th and 
that of the l5th century. The piece in question is, 
in fad, a translation from a Latin poem, preferve*d, 
and posfiblely writen, by Henry archdeacon of Hun- 
tingdon, the contemporary of that monarch, and in- 
ferted, along with it, in our authours history. He 
dye'd, according to Stow, who gives his epitaph, in 
1511 : Bale, who, though he live'd nearer the time, 
was much lefs accurate and inquifitive, fays the 28th 
of February 1512, and differs as to the place of inter- 
ment. However, as " His monument is gone," one 
would be glad to have known honed Johns au- 
thority. 

FANNANDE RICHARD, ironmonger, in the 
year 1457, compofe'd a defcription, or account, in 
rude and barbarous verfe, of the building of Culham- 
bridge, near Abingdon, in Berkfhire, which he 
caufe'd to be hung up, on a table, in the hall of St. 
Helens hospital there, to the memory and honour of 
Greoffrey Barber, a principal founder of that bridge 5 
printed in Lelands Itinerary, VII, 79. 

FEYLDE THOMAS compile*d " A lytel trea- 
tyfe called the contrauerfe betwene a louer and a 
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jaye :" printed by Wjmken de Worde, in 4to. with- 
out date. It is not, however, '^ in Skeltonic verfe," 
as Herbert fays, but in fix-line flanzas.* 

FLEMING JOHN. His " old Engliih poems" are, 
in the Oxford-catalogue^ fay'd to be extant in the li- 
brary of Trinity-college, Dublin ; but he turns out, in 
fad, to be nothing more than the tranfcribeer of Ri- 
chard Rolle. 

FOX RICHARD, biihop of Durham, and " lord 
pryve feale of Englonde," has many metrical inter- 
mixtures in *' The contemplation of fynners," printed 
by Wynken de Worde, in I499, 4to. b. 1. He 
dye*d in 1528. 

GARNESCHE . . . ., a courtier, it would feem, 
of Henry the 8th, with whom Skdton, laureat, by the 
kings command^ as he fays, had a poetical or rimeing 
controverfy, in which the latter, at leaft, was very 
perfonal and fcurrilous : but neither master Gar- 
nefchees challenge, nor any other fpecimen of his ta- 
lents, is preferve'd. 

GRENEACRES. At the end of Lydgates 

* Ames calls him Richard i but the misnomer is afterwaxd 
rectify'd by Herbert. 
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'* Treatife excellent and compendious, &c.** 
from the Latin of Bocatius, are four feven-line 
ftanzsLS, fuperfcribed '* Greneacres a Lenuof 
vpon John Bochas.*' 

HALSAM, '' fquiere," made a balade begin- 
ing '^ The worlde fo wyde, the ayer fo remuable :" 
MSS, Har, 7S3d, ufuaUy attributed to Lydgate. 

HAMPTON of Worcester feems to have been 
retained at the court of Heniy the 7th **' for 
making of balades" a flately kind of poetry, then 
much in vc^e; and had a reward from the 
king, in 1498, of 26f. for his labour. (See Stee- 
yenfes Shakjpeare, 11, 157.) He might be 
what is now improperly called the poet-laureat, 
an office which did not, under that denomination, 
.exifl before the reign of James the firfl.* 

HARDYNGE JOHN wrote a chronicle, in 

* Master Barnard *' the blinde pocte," who had a 
reward from the above monarch of loof. was Bernard 
Andreas, the Augustine frier, tutor to prince Arthur, 
poet-laureat, & historiographer royal. See Tanners 
Bihihthecay and Knights Life •/ Erafmus^ p. 1 1 8. Maione, 
from a blunder of Warton, calls him Andrew Ber* 
nard. 
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metre, *' from the firft begynnyng of Englande 
unto the reigne of Edward the fourth \" printed 
by Richard Grafton in 1543, 4to. -, but extant, in 
greater perfection, in two manufcript copys, one 
in the Bodleian library (Selden B. 26), the other 
among the Harleian MSS. (Num. 66l). That 
part of the work which relates to the Percys is the 
moft valuable, in point of fad, as he was brought 
up in the family, and, at the age of 25, fought 
under the banners of Henry Hotfpur at the battle 
of Shrewsbury : as a poet he is almoft beneath 
contempt. He was, at the fame time, a moft 
dexterous and notable forger, and obtained great 
rewards from Henry the 6th and Edward the 4th, 
for a number of fuppofititious charters of fealty 
and homage, from the Scotiib monarchs to the 
kings of England 5 which he pretended to have 
obtained in Scotland at the hazard of his life, and 
which are ftil carefully prefcrved in the Ex- 
chequer. 

HAWES STEPHEN, one of the grooms of 
the chamber of king Henry the 7th, compiled, in 
1506, '' The pafTe tyme of pleafure j" printed by 
Wynken de Worde in 1517. There are, like- 
wife, editions by Wayland and Tottell, in 1554 
and 1655, under the title of ^' The historic of 
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Gtaunde amcmre and la bdi puoel> called the 
pastime of ^eafure> &c." ** Such" obfervet 
Anthony Wood, *' is the £ite of poetry^ that 
this book, Mrhich in the time of Hen. 7> and 
8^ was taken into the hands of all ingenious men> 
is now thought but worthy of a ballad-mongers 
ftall !*' This complaint, however,, has long ceafed 
to exifi:, as, it is believed, though the book may 
be lefs red, it is infinitely more rare and precious 
than it was in the above reigns. He, alfo, com- 
piled " The converfyon of fwerers," in octave 
fbmzas, with Latin lemmata ; printed by the fame 
printer, in 1509 : likewife, " A compendyous 
ftory, and it is called the example of vertu^ in 
the whiche ye fhall fynde many goodly Aorys & 
naturall dyfputacyons bytwene foure ladyes named 
Hardynes, Sapyence, Fortime, and Nature," 
printed by him, in 1530 : to which mufk be aded 
" A joyfull medytacyon to all Englonde of the 
coronacyon of our moofl naturall fouerayne lorde 
kynge Henry the eyght :" a fingle flieet, alfo by 
the fame printer, without date. *^ The temple 
of glafle," which has been attributed to Hawes, 
feems to belong to Lydgate: Mr. Warton being 
apparently mistaken in asferting " that it was 
printed in Hawes's life-time, with his name by 
Wynken de Worde." (See History of Englifh 
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poetry^ 11, 21S$ Ames and Herberts T^^d^ibeo/ 
antiquities, 79» 194.) Bale> indeed^ mendonsj 
among Haweses poems^ Templum chrystallinwn 
in one book : but it feems to be given to Lyd- 
gate by Hawes himfelf 5 who, reciteing Ljdgates 
works, in " The paflfetyme of pleafure*' fays, 

" -— And the tyme to pafle 

Of love he made the bryght temple ofglaffe,* 

HOCCLEVE, or OCCLEVE, THOMAS, 

wrote 1. ^' Dialogus inter Occlijf tff mendicum :'* 
" Mufyng upon [or of] the reftles befynefle :" 
which, though fuJfficiently prolix, ferves as a pro- 
logue to 2. " De regimine principis/* or '^ TraC" 
tatus de regimine principum,*' a free translation 
from the Latin of ./Egidius de Columna -, ad- 
drefsed to Henry the fifth, when prince, to 
whom he is reprefented, in fome MSS. in a red 
habit, prefenling his book, in which he introduced 
the defcription and character, and, in the margin, 
depided the portrait of his ^* Maister Chaucer :"f

Maekaire, 
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to Dr. Askew^ and afterward to Mr. Mafon^ at 
whofe fale it was purchafed by Mr. Heber j fix 
of peculiar fbipi^ty were feleded and publiihed 
by its late owner, in 1796, 4to. Hoccleve was an 
officer of the privy-feal, and appears to have dyed^ 
at the age of four-fcore or upward, in or about 
the year 1454 ; fo that there is no improbability 
in his having been perfonally acquainted with 
Chaucer. 

HYLTON WALTER, a monk of Shene, in 
Surry, and afterward doctor of divinity, and canoti 
of Thurgarton, author of a religious treatife, in* 
titled " Scala perfeccionis, englyfflied, the ladder 
of perfeccion," firft printed by Wynken de 
Wbrde, in 1494, fo. wrote certain pious contem- 
plations in Engliih rime^ and a northern diale^^ 
which are extant in the Cotton-library (Fauftina 
B. VI. 22), with fine pictures of the ancient her- 
mits, faints, and others, and the mystical trees 
growing in the defert, or wildemefs, of religion 
or penance, reprefenting the vices of the fpirit> 
the twelve abufes of the age, Ci5*c.* He dyed in 
IS95.

LICHFIELD WILLIAM, a doctor in theolo- 
gy, but who, according to Mr. Warton, '' ihone

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etrical *' Dialogue between god and the penitent 
ibul;" preferved at Caius-college, Cambridge^ 
begining *' Our gracious lord prince of pite." 
(MSS.E. 147. 6.) with other pieces of that kind. 
He dyed in 1447. 

LOCK HUMPHREY wrote " Verfes on al< 
chymy, to fir William Cycil, 1490 3** among 
AfbmolesMSS. at Oxford (Num. 18). 

LONELICH HENRY, Ikiner, translated out 
of French, at the inflance of Harry Barton, 
^' The romance of the St. Grayl:" animpcrfed 
copy of which translation is preferved in the 
library of Bennet-coll^e, Cambridge (Num.

LUCAS JOHN compofed, or coUefted, about 
the year 1450, a folio volume of fongs or ballads, 
which Ames, the author of the Typographical 
antiquities y had in his posfesfion, and which is 
probablely yet in being. See Hawkinses History 
of muficy II, 91. In one of fir Henry Worsleys 
MSS. defcribed in the large Oxford catalogue.

This is believed to be the completed lift of this 
voluminous^ profaick^ and driveling monk^ that 
can be formed, without accefs, at leaft, to every 
manufcript library in the kingdom, which would 
be very difficult, if not imposiible, to obtain. It 
is, at the fame time, highly probable that fome of 
thefe pieces, moftly anonymous in the MS. *eo- 
pfSy are not by Lydgate ; and that, on the other 
hand, he may be the author of many others in the 
lame predicament. In the library of Trini^- 
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college^ Cambridge (Num. 877)^ U lAdgmti 
Opera, S volumes. But^ in truths and fad^ theie 
topid and fatigueing productions^ vliich bj no 
means deferve the name of poetry^ and their ftil 
more fiupid and disgufling author^ who disgraces 
the name and patronage of his master Chaucer^ 
are neither worth colleding (unleft it be as typo- 
grapliical curiofitys, or on account of the beauty- 
fid illuminations in fome of his prefentaticMi- 
copys)> nor even worthy of prefervation : bdng 
only fuitablely adapted ** ad jkum & piperem,** 
and other mqre bafe and fervile ufes. How little 
he profited by the correction, or inftructions of 
his great patron is manifefi in almoft every part 
of his elaborate drawlings, in which there are 
fcarcely three lines together of pure and acurate 
metre. Wd, therefor, and necesiaryly did it be- 
hove him to addie(s his readers : 

" Becaufe, i know the verfe therein is wrong. 
As being fome too fhort, and fome too long." 

He dyed, at a very advanced age, afler 1446$ 
no one, it is believed, having hitherto ascertained 
the precife year of his death.* 

• Pitts and Wcevcr, from a misconftruction of Bale, 
are, therefor, mistaken in placeing it in 1440, though 
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In hb prologue to ** the ftc»ie of Thebees,*' he 
gives the following - defcription of himielf^ his 
horfe> and fervant : 

** In a cope of blacke^ and not of grene^ 
On a palfray^ ilender^ long and lene^ 
With TQ&j bridell^ made not for the fale, 
Mj man to forne^ with a voide male^ C^c." 

His hofthavdng demanded the name and coun* 
tiy of one 

'' That ' lokcd* fo pale, all devoide of blood. 
Upon ' his* hedde a wonder thred bare hood, 
Wei araied [he fays] for to ride late ^ 
' He* anfwered. His name was Lidgate, 
Monke of Burie, nie fiflie yere of age." 

He frequently introduces his portrait in the il- 
hunination of a prefentation copy, with that of 

followed by Grainger and odiert. The former rebukes 
one Pamphilus for extending his life to 148a, in which 
year» according to Warton, he fays, '' that our author 
died." In a copy of Lydgates Chronicle of EngUfi kingt 
(Harl. MSS. 2251), there is a flanza of Edward the 
fourth, which proves that he funriyed the yeajr 1401. 
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bif patron^ generally the king; from otie of 
which portraits there is an engraveing by Vertae. 

In his Troye-bokcy C. 5, he feems to imply 
that Chaucer had overlooked and corre^id his 
writeings : aware that they would not endure a 
rigid criticiim^ he calls upon his gentle readers 
to 

'' Amende a th3mge> and hyndre never a (tele. 
Of custom aye ready to faye wele : " 

and then ads 

" For he that Was grounde of well fayinge 

In aU his l3rfe hyndred no makjrng. 

My master Chancer that founde i^ many fpot, 

Hym lift not pynche, nor grutche at every blot. 

Nor meve hymfdfe to perturbe his refte, 

I have herde tolde> but faye alway the befie, 

SufFerjmge goodly of his gentilneffe. 

Full many thynge embraced with rudenefle. 

And if i Ihall Ihortly hym discrive 

Was never none to thjrs daye aly ve 

To reken all, bothe of yonge and olde 

That worthy was his ynkehorne for to holde."

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royal MSS. in the B. Mufeum (17 C viii); 
though improperly defcribed in Casleys cata- 
logue^ as the poetical works of Richard Rokeby^ 
who was merely the tranfcribcr.* There is ano- 
ther copy in the Bodleian library (Bod. A. 3. id). 
The mufeum copy begins : *' Allmyghty godein 
trynite." 

NORTON THOMAS, of Bristol, wrote '' The 
ordinall of alchimy;*' which was begun in 1477, 
and is printed in Aihmoles ** Theatrum chemicum 
Britannicum,** l652.

PYLKYNTON GILBERT, parfon, as fome 
have thought, of the pariih of Tottenham, in 
Middiefex, is foppoied, by his fuccesfor, Wil- 
helm Bedwdl, to be the author of an excellent 
fong, intitled ** The tumament of Tottenham, 
or the wooing, wenning and wedding of Tibbe, 
the reeves daughter there,'* which, with other 
poems, posfibldj by the fame author^ amongft 
which was *' a. ftory of Robin Hood, and little 
John,'* and a treatife fiibfcribed '' Explicit pof/h 
domini nostri lefu Ckristi, quod dominus Gil" 
bertus Pylki/nton" master Bedwell found in a 
manufcript communicated by his '* much ho- 
noured good friendji M. Gre. Withers 5". and was 
by him jHrinted at the end of his '^ Brief defcrip- 
tipn of the towne of Tottenham High-crofle:**

Tyrwhitt efquire, in 1777, and by Dr. Milles^ 
dean of Exeter, in 1782 ; the latter editor being 
a complete dupe to the imposture, from whidi 
even the great learning and critical acumen of the 
former did not, at £rfl:, altogether exempt him. 
Rowley, according to his ingenious fabricator, 
" was bom at Norton-Mal-reward in Somerfet- 
ihire, educated at the convent of St. Kenna at 
Kejmesham, and died at Weflbury in Gloucester- 
fhire."

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twene luj byrdes, the lark, the nyghtyngale, the 
tfarulhe, and the cucko^ for theyr fyngyngc who 
ihotild be chauntoure of the quere;** in fevcn- 
Kne flanzasj printed at Canterbury, by John 
Mychel, without date, but about 1550. See 
CAUMPEDEN HUGH. 

SCOGAN HENRY is the author of a poem, 
inferted in moft editions of Chancers works, and 
addrefsed '* Unto the lordes and gentlemen of the 
kynges houfej" though inaccurately intitled, in 
fome copys, '' A moral balade to the prince, the 
duke of Clarence, the duke of Bedford, the duke 
of Glocester, the kinges fonnesj at a fupper 
among the marchants in the Vintiyat London, 
in the hbufe of Lewis John." (See Tyrwhitts 
edition of The Canterbury tales, volume 5, p. 
1^.) According to Ben Jonfon, he was >— 

" A finp gentleman, and a master of arts. 
Of Henry the fourths times, that made disguif^s 
For the kings fons, and writ in ballad royal 
Daintily well, (^c:\ 

(" Mafque of The Fortunate ijlesr) To this 
Scogan, alfo, " a ballade," ufually printed as 
Chaticers^ and pretended to have been ^'made

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upon his death-bed> lying in his angulifa^*' he* 
gining *' Fie fro the prefe, &c/* is attributed in 
a MS. of C. C. C. Oxford (Num. 203). He was 
buryed, according to Stow^ in the cloifter of Weft- 
minfier-abbey. 

SCOGAN JOHN is fay'd, by Mr. Warton, 
to have been '^ educated at Oriel-college in Ox- 
ford 5 and^ being an excellent miniick, and 
of great pleafantry in converfation/* to have be- 
come '' the favourite buffoon of the court of 
Edward the fourth^ in which he pafsed the greater 
part of his life." What authority there is (be- 
fide biihop Tanners conjecture) for placeing him 
in Oriel-coUege does not appear ; but^ in a book 
intitled '' The jefts of Scogin," or '^Scoginf 
jefts^** the author^ or compiler (Dr. Andrew 
Borde)^ informs us^ he had '^ heard iay^ that 
Scogin did come of an honeil fiiock^ no kindred^ 
and that his friends did fet him to fchoole at Ox- 
fordj where he did continue till he was. mpde 
master of art."^ : HoUynsbed^ alfo, fpeaking of 
the great men of Edward the 4ths tirne^ has jthe 
following words : "" Skogan^ a learned gentle- 
man> and fiudent for a time in Oxforde^ of a

Drayton^ in the 
preface to his eclogues, exprefsly mentions one of 
his compoiitions : *' The Colin Clout of Sco- 
gan,** fays: he, ''under Heniy the fevcnth [it 
fhocdd have have been Edward the fourth],, is 
pcetty 5 but fiiorclays Skip of fools hath twenty ^ 
wifer in it.** He is fpeaking of pastoi^ poetry $ 
and cannot, therfor, mean the Colin Clout -of 
Skelton, which is not a pastoral, but a fatire. 
Langham, alfo, in his enumeration of captain 
Coxes library, notices '' The feargeaunt that be- 
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came a fiyar, Skogan, Cdljn Qoout^ ^c." and 
tliat by Skogan are not meant hb Jefis, is evident 
from aU the seft being poetical trads. The only 
relique of his poetry now known is a fatyricsd 
epigram^ which he wrote at Oxford, on takeing 
his masters degree, and is prefenred in the above 
book: 



" A master of art 
Is not worth a fart. 

Except he be in fchools ; 
A batchdour of law 
Is not worth a firaw. 

Except he be among fods.

That be was dead before Henry the feventh» 
time appears, not only from the above jeft-boc^^ 
but, with manifeft certainty, |rom the following 
monkifh epitaph, extant in a MS. of the Har* 
leian library (Num. 1687), writen toward. the 
latter part of Edward the fourths reign, that is, 
about the year 1483, and containing the auto** 
graph of the celebrated cardinal Pole,' when a boy 
atfchool:

That this John has been frequently confounded 
with Henry, and that Shakfpeare is guilty of a 
grofs anachroniim in makeing his head broken by 
Falftaff '' at the court-gate, when he was a crack 
not thus high,** or about 1370, muft be readyly 
admitedj but^noone, who is not altogether re- 
gardlefs of truth, and infenfible of fhame, wil 
hereafter asfert that '^ there was no poet of the 
name of Scogan in the time of king Edward IV. 
nor any ancient poet of that name but Henry 
Scogan, master of arts, who lived in the time of 
king Henry IV.*' 

SELLYNG RICHARD, '' fquier,*' made a 
poem intitled '' Evidens to be ware and gode 
counfeylej" extant in one of the Harleian <MSS. 
(Num. 7388 : " Whilifk i hade youthe i wifl nouzt 
what it was.'*) He fubmits it to the correction 
of John Shirley, who, if not himfelf a poet, was, 
at leafl, an industrious collector of poetry. In 
the Aihmoleah mufeum is " A boke cleped the 
abffarade brevyare compyled of divers balades,

roundels, virilays, trBgedyes, envoys, complaints, 
moralities, ftoiyes, practyfed, ;ind eke devyfed 
and ymagined, as it fheweth here foUowyng, 
colleaed by John Shirley" (MSS. 89. ii). (Sec 
Warton, Emen. & Ad. to Vol. II.) This is, 
doubtlefs, the collection, or one of the collec- 
tions, which Stow had feen, containing pieces of 
Chaucer, Lydgate, and other Englifh poets. The 
hope, entertained by the compiler of thefe anec- 
dotes, of finding it a treasure of old ballads, in 
the prefent fenfe of the word, was miferablely dis- 
appointed on its inipection. Shirley dyed in 
1456, aged 90 years. ' ' 

SKELTON JOHN, rector of Dyfle in Nor^ 
folk, and chaplain to king Henry the eighth, 
whofe tutor he had been, was a perfon' of great 
learning and literary eminence, and 'actually re- 
ceived the degree of poet-latireat in' both the 
Englifh univerfitys." Hfi^ poetical performances, 
fb far as they ca*n be now afcertained, are as fol- 
lows : 1 . *' A right delectable treatyfe upon a 
goodly garlande of chapdet of laurell ftudyously 
dyvyfed at Sheryf hotton ca^tell, in the forefte of

S67,) and in the archives of the 
univerfity of Cambridge 3 addrefsed " To the 
kings moft exdent majestie/' and begining " I 
praye you be not wrothe." 18. " Skdton lau-

&c." (4 poems) preferved among the Harleian 
MSS. (Num. 367) : in which volume, by the 
way, is a copy of Speake parot very different 
from^ and much fuperior to^ that in the printed 
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books. Befide certain of the above-mentioned 
articles, Skelton, in his Crovme of lawrellj names 
feveral other ''bokes arid balades with dities of 
pleafure/' which are now loft. His '' goodly and 
mery interlude of Magnjrfycence," printed by 
John Rastell, is ftill extant ; but it is utterly incre- 
dible that '' TheNigramanfir;* defcribed, in Mr. 
Wartons " History of Englifli poetry" (II, S60), 
as printed by Wynken de Worde, in 1 604, ever 
esufted, any more than feveral editions, he quotes, 
of other pieces. Our author dyed in fanctuary 
at Weftminfter, where he had taken Ihdter from 
the perfecution of cardinal Wolfey, and was 
kindly entertained by abbot Iflip, on the2lftof 
June 1629, and was buryed in the chancel of the 
parifh-church of Saint-Margaret, being aged, by 
conjecture, about 68. 

STOKYS R. ^^ Prcyoerbium, Anglico car- 
miner MSS. C. C. C. O. 903. 

T. J. wrote a prologue '^ in the honour & 
laude of faint Werburge, and in the prayfe of the 
translatour of the legende folowinge 5" prefixed 
to Bradihaas " Lyfe" of that " faynt," and con- 
taining fix flanzas of feven lines each. 
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. THORNTON ROBERT wrote the following

lorous deth by her father ;" printed by Wynkcn 
deWorde, in 1532, 4to. and reprinted in ^^ Cer- 
tayne worthye manufcript poems of great anti- 
quitie/' 1597, l6mo. Alfo, ^' The history of 
Tytus & Gefyppus/* by the fame printer, 4to. 
He likewife compiled *^ A lytell contrauers dya- 
logue bytwene loue and councell, with many 
goodly argumentes of good women and bad, very 
oxnpendyous to all eftates 3** and '' The fpecta- 
cle of louers," a dialogue in verfe : both by the 
fame printer, in 4to, without date. 

WATON BERTRAM wrote an ''invective 
poem againft the licentiousnefs of nuns, and of

imperfedt : '* Amen quod Bertran Waton, 

WATTON JOHN, a prieft, wrote the Specu- 
lum Christiani, printed by William de Machiinia, 
in or about 1483 5 in which are interfperfed fc- 
veral religions pieces of poetry in Engliih. 

WATSON HENRY, who translated '' The 
grcte ihyppe of fodes of this worlde/' out of 
liench into Engliih profe, at the requeli <^ his 
'' worlhypftill mayster Wykin de Worde" (by 
whom it was printed in 1517)> '' thrughe the en- 
tjrfement & exhortacyon of the excellent prynces 
Margarete cpunteiTe of Kychemonde and Derby/' 
has prefixed arguments in verfe to each chapter. 

WEY WILLIAM, a Devonfliire-man, feUow, 
firft, of Exeter, and, afterward, of Eton-college, 
made fome Engliih rimes on '' The way to Hie-

(MS. Bib. Bod. NE. F. 2. 12), whither he pere- 
grinated in 1458 and 1472 ; celebrateing mafs, in 
that holy city (according to Warton), Cum cantu

4to. in which he 
has introduce*d fome precepts in verfe, and other 
poetical pieces. He has a commendatory poem

BALTHORP NICHOLAS. '' A new balade 
made by Nicholas Balthorp which fuffered in Ca* 
lys the XV. daie of Marche M. D. L." printed by 
John Walley^ in that year^ containing 12 iix- 
line ftanzas.

BRETON NICHOLAS, a moft prolifick writ- 
er, of whofe poetical productions the following is 
an imperfed catalogue :

England in the time of queen Mary :*' printed by 
Richard Adams, I55g, 8vo. (There is another 
edition without date.) In 156? were licenfe'd to 
Hugh Singleton '' The couurte of Venus mora- 
lized by Tho. Bryce,*** and to Henry Bynne* 
man, " Songes and fonnetes by Tho. Bryce :" 
and, in 1570, was licenfe'd to John Allde, '' An 
epytaph of Mr. Bryce preacher." 

BRIGHAM NICHOLAS wrote " misceUa- 
neous poems," as Wood fays, anddye'd in 1559.

of Romeus and Juliet : contayning in it a rare 
e^^ample of true conflancie, with the fubtill coun« 
fels and practices of an old fiyer smd their ill 
event:" printed by Richard Tottill, 1562: which 
fumifh'd Shakfpeare (at leaft in part) with the

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iubjed of an admirable and pathetick draOia. 
There was andther edition; by Robert Robinfon^ 
in 1587. The authour^ as appears by a poem^ at 
the end of his " Agreement of fundry places of 
fcriptore," 1663, fubfcribe'd '" Thomas Broke," 
had perifh'd by fhipwreck in or before that year.* 

BROOKE THOMAS, of Rolsbie, in Norfolk, 
who was cx>ncern'd with Throgmorton and otliers 
in a confpiraqr, and fuffer'd at Norwich the 30th 
of Auguft 1670, wrote " Cotayne verfes in the 
time of his imprifonment the day before his 
deathe:" printed there by Anthony de Solmpne, 
in the fame year. Thefe verfes, eight four-line

BROWNE THOMAS, of Lincolns-inn, wrote

An eclog treating of crownes, and of garlandes, 
and to whom of right they appertaine. Addrefsed 
and confecrated to the kings maies'tie/* l605. 
4to. containing 57 ftanzas, with a L* envoy aw 
roy, and a '^ hymne inauguratory for his maies- 
tie.** " The great Plantagenet, or a continued 
fuccesfion of that royall name, from Henry the 
fecond, to our facred foveraigne K. Charles, by 
Geo. Buck gent." i635, appears to be a reprint 
of the former, with very confiderable altera- 
tions, by fome fellow who asfume*d his name. 
This genealogical poem is conflruded in the 
form of *' An eclog between Damaetas a wood- 
man, & Silenus a prophet of the ihepheards."

cantos^ imprinted in both languages:'* printed 
by John Windet for Thomas Man^ n. d. 4to. 
Other copys, with lefs matter in the title, bear 
to be *' printed for Christopher Hunt of Exeter," 
1594, 4to. Afewverfes, by this authour, may 
be found in his *^ Survey of Cornwall," l602.

CARTWRIGHT THO. has a probable claim 
to feven ftanzas infcribe*d " to the prelacie," and 
printed with " a fecond admonition to the par- 
liament," which is fay*d to be the entire compo- 
fition of the faid T. C. (Herbert, l63i.) 

CASE JOHN, to whom was attributed by 
doctor Farmer, '' The praife of muiicke," 1686, 
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in which are feveral translated verfes from the 
Greek and Latin. 

CAVIL MASTER wrote the legend of Roger 
Mortimer in the '*^^Myrrour for magistrates," 
15593 and that of Michael Jofeph, the black- 
fmith, in '^ the feconde parte/* 1563. 

CHALKHILL JOHN, "an acquaintant and 
friend of Edmund Spencer," wrote " Thealma 
and Clearchus, a pastoral history, in fmooth and 
caiie verfe /* publiih'd by Izaak Walton, in 
1683, 8VO. but left unfinifh*d by the authours 
death : alfo a fong^ in praife of a country-life, 
preferve'd in Waltons " Complete angler." 

CHALONER. Puttenham, '' For eglogue and

[Spenfer], who wrate the late Shepheardes cal- 
lender." Who he was, or what he wrote, can- 
not be further ascertain'd. Meres like wife num- 
bers master Challener, *' amongft the beft for 
pastoral." Qu. whether this was not Jir Tho, 
Chaloner ? who publifh*d ^' De illustrium quo- 
rundam encomiis miscellanea," 1579. 4to. and by 
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whom mister Park has a translation from Ovid, of 
Helens epistle to Paris, MS. 

CHAPMAN GEORGE, bom in 1557, wrote,

CONSTABLE HENRY, B. A. of St. Johns 
college, Cambridge j publiih*d '^ Diana, or the 
excellent conceitful fonnets of H. C. augmented 
with divers quatorzains of honorable and learned 
perfonages, devided into viii decads, \5Q4i** 
printed by J. Roberts for R. Smith, 8vo. '' No 
gentleman of our nation,'* according to Wood, 
" had a more pure, quick, and higher delivery of 
conceit ; witnefs, among all others, that fonnet of 
his before the poetical translation called The /]/- 
ries, made by king James the firfi of England, 
while he was king of Scots [Edin. 1591]." 
The criticifin, however, is borrowed from Bol- 
tons Ht/percritica, which Anthony had in MS. 
though an excellent judge pronounces the fonnet 
in question " a poor fpecimen ; though," he ads, 
" Echo has been laviih in its praife."

GRANGE JOHN publiih'd '' The golden 
aphroditis : a pleafant discourfe, penned by John 
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Grange gentleman, iladent in the common lawe 
of Englande. Whereunto be annexed by the 
fame authour as well certayne metres vpon fun- 
diy poyntes, as alfo diuers pamphlets in profe, 
which he entitled His GARDEN: pleafant to 
the eare^ and delightfld to the reader^ if he abufe - 
not the fcente of the fioures.

GRAY WILLIAM is fuppofe'd to be the au- 
thour of *^ A booke intitled The fantafies of idola- 
trie," confifting of 50 ftanzas, and inferted at 
large in the firft edition of Foxes '^ A^s and mo- 
numents," p. 599. In the Slodne MS. 1206, is 
zn old poem, begining thus : 

'* Helth onor and vertu longe tyme and fpace 
William Gray wyfhethe unto your good graffe : " 
with an epitaph on Gray. He is probablely, the 
perfon mentioned by Puttenham, as haveing grown 
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and into good eAimation with king Henry the 8th, 
afterward with the duke of Somerfet protector, 
'' for making certaine meny ballades, whereof 
one chiefly was. The kante is vp, the hunte is 
•vp." This ballad appears to have .been licenfe*d 
to W. Griffith in 1570, 

GRAYNGER .... wrote a ballad or fong of

GREENE ROBERT. Many pieces of poetry, 
by this prolifick author, are interfperfe'd through-

1 600, are feleded. Herbert registers — '' Greenes 
vifion t written at the inflant of his death, con- 
teyning a penitent pasiion for the folly of his 
pen :" printed for Tho.

The beft account of Greene appeared in Berken* 
houts ** Bhgraphia literaria" and was Communicated by 
Mr. Steevens from the MS. notes of Oidys.

* Greepe, in a dedication to George Clifford, £• of 
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GREVILE SIR FULKE, lord Brooke, wrote 
feveral poems, which, with other of his " learned 
end elegant workes,*' were cdledbed and pub*- 
lifh*d in l633, fo. His ''Remains: being 
poems of monarchy and religion," appear'd in 
1^70, 8vo. ''in all which," as is remark'd'by 
PJuUips or Milton, " is obfervable a clofe, mys- 
terious and fententious way of writing, without 
much regard to elegancy of ftyle, or fmoothnefs 
of. v^tfe.*' . Four or five of his poems, two of 
them under .the fignature M. F. G. are inferted in

Cumberland, fpeaks of himfelf as << a rude countriman, 
brought up manic yeeres in husbandrie, having more 
knowledge in culturing of lande then in .defcriptions of 
conquefls of countries." Thfi rudenefs of his perform- 
•ance evinces the truth of his declaration. T. 1*. 
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innes of court. In the latter dedication he fpealui 
of '' a pastoral! yet unfinifhed^*' which it was hit 
purpofe to have aded to his little volume of &ia* 
nets. 

QRIMOALD NICHOLAS, a native of Hun- 
tingdonfhire, translated into blank verfe, fibm 
the Latin of Philip Gaultier, '' The death of Zo- 
roas, an Egiptian ailronomer, in the firft fight 
that Alexander had with the Perfiahsj" aUb 
*^ Marcus Tullius Ciccros death :" to which are 
aded four lines " Of M. T. Cicero :" at the end 
of ^'' Songes and fonettes/* 1587: in which he 
has a poem on the death of lady Margaret Lee^ 
in 1555, and on fir James Wilford. '^ He 
hath alfo," according to Wood, ** divers Latin 
andEnglifh copies of verfes, occafionally printed 
before, and in commendation . of other mens 
works :" and ufually fubfcribe'd with his ihltials. 
One of thefe tributary offerings appeared beware 
''Turners prefervative, or Triade agajmft the 
poyfon of Pelagtus,'* 1551. He dye*d about 1663.

GROVE MATTHEW wrote " The mofi fa- 
mous and tragicall historic of Pdops and Hippor 
damia.

SHEPHEARD LUKE, a native of Colchester, 
a moft facetious poet, according to Bale,^ and in

'' The counteffe of Pembrokes Arcadia," liis 
principal workj originally, but imperfc^y, 
printed in 1590, 4 to. again, complete, 159S, 
£b. and often .afterward. '* Sir P, S. his Aftro- 
phd and Stella. Wherein the excellence of 
fweete poeiie is concluded. To the end of which 
are added, ^ndry other rare fonnets of diuers 
noblemen and gentlemen :" printed for T. New- 
man, 1591, 4to. This '* Aflxophel and Stella," 
a collection of 108 fonnets, and 1 1 fongs, is an-

SMITH RICHARD wrote a few lines, 'Mn 
conmiendation of Gascoigne and his workes,*' 
prefix'd to that authors ^'Flowers," 1575, and 
again to Conftables ''Diana" or fonnets, 1594. 
A larger poem occurs ^before Robinfons Rewarde

SMITH WILLIAM wrote '' Chloris,- or the 
complaint of the pasfionate defpifed ihepheard :** 
printed by Edmund Bollifant^ 1596, 4to. and 
infcribe'd *' To the moft excellent and learned 
ihepheard Collin Cloute/* (i. e. Spenfer) whom 
he calls '^ the patron of his maiden verfe." One 
poem, intitle^d *' A notable defcription of the 
world," with the fignature '' W. S. gentleman,** 
fuppofe*d to be thofe of the fame perfon, is in- 
ferted in *' The phcenix-neft,*' I5g5, and ano- 
ther in ''Englands* Helicon,** 1600. Accord- 
ing to Warton, '^ A booke called Amours by J. 
(or G.) D. with certain other fonnetts by W. S.** 
is entered to Eleazar Edgar, 1599 : and the fame 
initials are fubfcribe'd to a copy of verfees prefixed 
to the tragedy of Locrine, 1595 -, and to Bretons 
WU of wit, 1606. Prefix*d to Granges '' Golden 
aphroditis,** 1577, is a copy of verfes intitle*d 
*' W. S. in conmiendation of the aucthor.**

SOOTHERN JOHN wrote and publifh'd 
poems, confifling of an ode, a '' Sonnet to the 
reader," 13 fonnets '* To his mystreflfe Diana,** 
6 Elegice, and another ode, of which fhe is like- 
wife the fubje6t, '' Verfes taken out of his ftan- 
fes, hymnes, and elegias 5 all dedicated or fent 
to his niistrefle Diana 5" *' New kinde of verfes 
deuifed by him, and are a wofull kinde of meter, 
to (ing a loue or death in 5" another ode 3 and 
4 *' odellets :*' concliideing with a '^ ftanffe,'* 
and 2 qtiadrans, in French. This rare and lin- 
gular coUection, or mingle-mangle, as Puttenham 
aptly terms it, (of which but one copy, and that 
wanting the title, is known to exift) is printed in 
4to. b. 1. and addrefs*d ^'To the ryght honora- 
ble the earle of Oxenford, €5*0.** The runing 
title, for the firft 6 pages, is ''Odej*' for the 
13 following, '' Diana 3** for the next 4, *' Epi- 
taphes '/* the next page has none 5 that of the 3 
"following pages is '' Diana 3'* and that of the 2 
next " Odellet.** There are 15 Jeaves in all. 
The Epitaphes are by the countefs of Oxford, and 
queen Elizabeth. The authour^ whofe wretched 
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ilile^ profligate plagiarifhi^ ridiculous pedantry^ 
and unnatural conceit^ are unexample'd> is thus 
characterife*d by Puttenham^ in his *' Arte of 
Engliih poefic/' 1589 : *' Another of reafonable 
good facilitie in translation finding certaine of the 
hymnes of Pyndarus and of Anacreons odes^ and 
other lirickes among the Greekes^ very well trans- 
lated by Rounfard the French poet^ and applied 
to tlie honour of a great prince in France^ comes 
our minion and translates the fame out of French 
into Engliih^ and applieth them to the honour of 
a great noble man in England (wherein i com- 
mend his reuerent minde and duetie) but doth fo 
impudently robbe the French poet both of his 
prayfe and alfo of his French termes, that i can- 
not fo much pitie him as be angrie with him for 
his Injurious dealing.... And in the end (which is 
wacft of all) makes his vaunt that neuer Engliih 
finger but his hath toucht Pindars ftring, which 
was neuei'theleife word by word as Rounfard had 
faid before by like braggery."* The following 
fonnet b giveen as a fpecimen of the lyrick 
po^f^ers of this arrogant and abfurd coxcomb :

It is not, indeed, very intelligible 5 but one muH 
prefume the panegyric had met with more fa- 
vorable fpecimens of the talents of his Engleiih 
lyrick than fuch as are exhibited in the above 
publication, with which it is abfolutely imposii- 
ble for any one, however partial, to have been 
pleafe'd at all. Drayton, as mister Park thinks, 
in his lyrick laud, has caught the very fpirit and 
manner of his disgufling prototype.

which have fo infinitely exceeded the ori- 
ginals" ! ! 1) proceeds as follows : '' Somewhat it 
may detrad firom the credit of this feeming hyper- 
bolical praife, both becaufe it was written in her 
Hfe-time, and alfo to her felf [a cenfure wluch 
may apply^ with no lefs justice, or propriety, to 
Ptittenham, and the reft of her fervile flatterers] : 
but i can believe they were excellent. For, ' per- 
haps the worid never faw a lady, in whofe per- 
fon more greatnefs of parts met ' than' in hers ; 
unlefs it were in that moil noble princefs, and 
heroine^ Mary queen of Scots, inferior to her 
only in her outward fortunes, in all other re* 
fpe6ts, and abilities^ at leafi her equal/* This 
panegyrick, though eloquently deliver'd, is, at 
at any rate, a poor compliment to queen Mary, 
to put her on an equal footing with a '' green- 
eye'd monfter** (the illegitimate fpawn jof a bloody 
and lufiful tyrant), who, not ondy, imprifon'd 
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that mod: beautyful and accompliih'd piinceis^ (to 
whom ihe had hypocntically and feductively of- 
fered a refuge^) for the eighteen heft years of her 
life and reign, but, upon the falfeefi fuggestions, 
and the grofseft forgerys, with a favage and ma- 
lignant cruelty, unparalleFd even in the Furies or 
Grorgons of antiquity, deprive'd of crown and king- 
dom, and deliberately fhed the facred and pre- 
cious blood, of her neareft relation, and, even, 
the prefumptive heir to her own realm, to which, 
in fad, {he had a better title than herfelf. 

'' O, tigrefs* heart, wrap'd in a womans 
hide !" 

TUDOR HENRY, king of England, the 8th 
of his name, wrote a *' fpecial verfe, when be 
conceive*d love for Anna Bulleign,*' printed in 
Kugce antique, II, 147 : which, '^ though," as 
lord Orford remarks, '* it has no great merit, 
raifes our opinion of his majesty as an author." 
He is, likewife, fuppofe*d to be the writeer of 
a fong, begining " Pastime with good company," 
preferve'd in a coeval MS. now in the Britilh- 
mufeum, and intitle'd " The kynges ballet." 
Mister Warton had been told " that the late lord 
Eglintoun had a genuine book of manufcript 
ibnnets, written by king Henry the eighth ^" and 
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iajs ''Hiere is an old madrigal^ fet to mufic 
by William Bird, fuppofed to be written by 
Heniy^ when he firft fell in love with Anne 
Boleyn/'* 

TURBERVILE GEORGE translateed " The 
heroycall epistles of the learned poet Publios 
Ouidius Nafo : with Aulas Sabinus aunfweres to 
certaine of the fame:" printed by Henry Den- 
ham, 1367, 8vo, He, likewife, fet out, *^'Epi- 
taphes, epigrams, fongs, and fonets, with a dis- 
courfe of the friendly affections of Tymetes to 
Pyndara hisladie:** printed by Henry Denham^ 
1567, 1670, 8vo. There are feveral piecees of 
poetry in his ^* Arte of venerie^" and in his 
'' Booke of faulconrie or hawking," he has a 
poem in commendation of hunting, and a jpoeti- 
cal epilogue. Allfo " Tragical tales, translated 
by Turberuile, in time of his troubles, out of 
fundrie Italians, with the argument and lenuojre 
toechtale:" printed by AbelJeflFes, 1587, 8vo. 
which Wood mistakeenly fuppofees *' to be the 
fame as his epitaphs, &c." and Warton, flil 

• It may be fo; but there is nothing poetical, at 
lead in Engleifh, in hi« letters to her, pubhih'd by 
Heamc; many, of which, *by the way, he was obligc'd 
to fupprefs, on account of their grofs indecency. 
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taDTC erroneously, pretends to be " in profe."

The three metrical epistles to Dancie and Spencer, 
were printed in Hakeluyts voyages, 1589- 
Thefe are includced among the " Epitaphes and 
foncts" anncx'd to the " Tragical tales," by 
the authour, " with fome other broken pam- 
pUettes and epistles, fent to certaine his frends 
in England, at his l)eing in Moscouia, anno 
I56g" Two of thefe epistles are lay'd to be 
familiar congratulations to the femous Spenler; 
but mister Park conceives that the poems do not 
afford any internal evidence to authorile fuch a 
conclufion, notwithftanding the refpectable aver- 
ments of bifhop Tanner and doctor Berkenhout. 
It appears, by fome prefatory verfees to his " Tra- 
gical tales," as wel as from the dedication to his 
" Boke of faulconrie or hauking," 1575, that be 
bad undertakeen a translation, into Engleilb verfe, 
of the " haughty woorke of learned Lucan,* 

• From B potm in Turberrilles " Tragical lalei," 
B b 
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touching the ciuill disfention of afpiiing Caeiar, 
and pitifiill Pompey^ the protector of Rome^** 
which he forewent to write thefe historjs. AUfo 
*' The eglogs of the poet B. Mantoan Carmditan^ 
turned into Englifh verfe, and fet forth with the 
argument to every egloge, anno 1567 :*' printed by 
H. Bynnem'an^ i2mo. He has, likewife, com- 
mendatory verfees before Fentons *^ Tragical dis- 
courfes/' 1 5 79: and at the end of David Row- 
lands " Plefant historie of Lazarillo de Tormes," 
1596. Sir John Harington has ''an epitaph in 
commendation of Greorge Turbervill^ a learned 
gentleman,** in his fiiil book of epigrams, which 
concludes — *' Mi/ pen doth praife thee dead, 
thine grac*d me living." Sir John, in his note 
on the 5 th book of Orlando furiofo, fays '* Allu- 
fion there is in this tale of Geneura, vnto a florie 
written in Alciats duello, of a matron in Fraunce 
accufed in fuch fort, by two men, and a cer- 
taine fouldier of Barcellpna came with a'compa- 
nion of his, and tooke vpon them the defence of 
the woman, and being lighting the companion of 
the fouldier fled : notwithldanding he of Bared-

lona with his courage and vertue gat the victorie 
of the other two, and fo in ftrange attire went 
home to his own countrey vnknowne, to which 
Ariodant feems to allude. Some others,*' heads, 
'* affirme, that this very matter, though fet 
downe here by other names, happened in Ferrara 
to a kinswoman of the dukes, which is here 
figured under the name of Genewra...[But] How- 
foever it was, fure the tale," he fays, '^ is a 
pretie comicall matter, & hath bin written in 
Englifh verfe fome few years paft (learnedly & 
with good grace) though in veife of another kind, 
by M. George TurberuiL'* No fuch tale, how- 
ever, is otherwife known to have been writen by 
Turberville, but '^ The history of Ariodante and 
Jeneura,'* had, in fa6t, been allready writen by 
Peter Beverlay, whom fee. It is, therefor, pos- 
fible that the worthy knights memory had de- 
ceive*d him, which, at the fame time, is a hard 
matter to believe. 

TURNER WILLIAM, a phyfician, afterward 
dean of Wells, wrote ^' The huntyng of the Ro- 
myfftie Vuolfe:" printed abroad, without date, 
8vo. and reprinted under the title of *' The 
hunting of the fox and the yolfe, becaufe they

hundreth good pointes of husbandrie :" printed 
by R. Tottd, 1557,* 4to. and, according to John 
Kings fale-catalogue, in 156s, 4to. enlarge'd, and 
thus intitle'd— '' A hundreth good pointes of hus- 
bandry, lately mdried unto a hundreth good 
poynts of huswifery: newly correded and am- 
plified with dyvers proper lefsons for houshold- 
ers, Cj'c. fet foorth by Thomas Tulser, gentle- 
man, fervant to the right hon. lorde Paget:" 
printed by R. Tottyll, 1570, 4to. and, again^ 
" augmented with diuerfe approued lesfons con- 
cerning hopps & gardening, and other needful 
matters, bfc" byR. Tottell, 1573, 4to. There

in 1604 and 161 0, all in 4to. b. l.f At the end 
are certain fhort poems, particularly " The au- 
thors life." It is a work of great merit. In 
1561 was licehfe*d to Thomas Racket " A dya- 
logue of wyuynge & thr3ni3nig of Tusihers, with 
ij lesfons for olde & yonge:" apparently a dif- 
ferent work. Tusfer dye'd in 1580 j and his 
epitaph may be read in Stows " Survay of Lon- 
don," 1598, p. 212.

lar llanza^ which a^tain*d to fuch celebrity^ in 
the pastoral ballads of Shenftone. 

TWYNE LAWRENCE and JOHN, wrote 
verfees in prsdfe of their brother Thomases trans- 
lation of Lhuyds '^ Breviary of Britayne," 1573, 
ISmo. 

TWYNE THOMAS, doctor of phyfick, fi- 
nifh'd the translation of Virgils JEucids, begun, 
and continue*d, as far as about the middle of the 
10th book, by doctor Thomas Phaer. The work 
thus completed appeared under the following ti- 
tle : " The whole xii. bookes of the ^neidos of 
Virgin. Whereof the firft ix. and part of the 
tenth, were conuerted into Englifk meeter by 
Thomas Phaer efquier, and the refidue fupplied» 
and the whole worke together newly fet forth, by 
Thomaa Twyne gentleman... Imprinted at Lon- 
don by Wyllyam How, for Abraham Veale, 
dwelling in Poules churchyearde, at the figne of 
thelambe. 1573." 4to. b. 1. There was another 
edition, with the fupplement of Maphaeus, in 
1584, and again in 1596. Doctor Twyne, who 
has, likewife, fome poetical verfions in his trans- 
lation of Lhuyds '' Breviary of Britayne,'* 1573, 
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and has acrostical verfees affix*d to fir Nicholas 
Bacon and his lady^ after a profe dedication^ 
dated 1574, to " The garland of godlie flowers, 
£3*0." l602, dye'd, at Lewes, in l6i3, aged 70. 

TYE CHRISTOPHER, doctor of mufick, and 
one of the gentlemen of the chapel royal, trans- 
lateed into Englilh metre " I'he a6tes of the 
apostles, wyth notes to eche chapter, to fynge 
and alfo -to play upon the lute, very necesfarye 
for fludentes after theyr fludye, to fyle theyr 
wyttes, and alfo for all christians that cannot 
fynge, to reade the good and godlye floryes of the 
lyues of Chryfl: hys apostles, 1,553'* (only the 
firft 14 chapters) : printed by Nicholas Hyll, for 
W. Seres, and by Seres himfelf, without date, 
8vo. witt a rimeing dedication to K. Edward the 
6th, in whofe chapel this verfion was for a time 
fung. *' A notable historye of Nastagio & Tra- 
verfari, no lefs pitiefull than pleafaunt, trans- 
lated out of Italian into Englilh by C. T." 
printed by T. Purfoot> 1569, l2mo. b. 1. is that 
ikory of Boccaccio to which Dryden has giveen a 
fecond immortality under the name of Theodore 
and Honoria. 

TYMME THOMAS has a poetical addrefs to

UNDERDOWNE THOMAS translateed '^O- 
uid his inuectiue againft Ibis :" printed by T.

lord Buckhurft." 

UNDERHILL . . ., '' z witty and facetious 
gentleman/' was^ in 1558^ fent^ by the council, 
to Newgate, for a ballad he had made, wherein 
were fome firokes againfl the papifis. See 
Strypes Memoirs ecde/mstical. III, 60. 

UPCHER HENRY has twenty-four lines in 
alternate verfe prefixed to Greenes '^ Menaphon/* 

UVEDALE NICHOLAS wrote '' diuers and 
fiindry verfes, whereof fum were fette vp and 
fum other were fpokoi and pronounced vnto the 
ladie Anne wif vnto lung Henry the eight in 
maiiy goodly and cofiely pageauntes exhibited and 
ihewed by the mayre and citizens of London on 
Whitfon yeue in the xxv^* ycre of our faid foue- 
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rain lorde." (Royal MS. 18 A LXTV.) John 
Leland fupply'd the Latin verfees^ which are here 
preferve*d, in his own hand.* 

V. T. *' Englifliman/' as he ligns himfdf, has 
'' a poeiie to the nobilitie and people of England 
and Scotland," in Lesleys " Treatife towching the 
right, title, and interefi of the moft excellent 
princefle Marie, Q. of Scots, ^c, 1584." 

VAGHNE ROBERT wrote " A dyaloguc de- 
fenfyue for women agaynfl malicious detrac- 
toures," 4to. — '* Thus endeth the faucon and the 
pie. Anno dni, 1542. Imprynted by me Ro- 
bert Wyer for Richarde Bankes." It is an alli- 
terative metre, and the dialogue is fupported by 
the above birds. This dialogue is thought to 
have been occafion*d by " A lytell boke named 
the fchole-houfe, wherein euery man may rede a 
goodly prayfe of the condycyons of women." 

VALLANS WILLIAM wrote " A tale of two 
fwannes. Wherein is comprehended the original 
and encreafe of the riuer Lee, commonly called

VAUX THOMAS, lord Vaux, of Harrowden 
in Northhamptonihire, is the authour of feveral 
poems in '' The paradice of daintie devifes,** 
I676, where he is distinguifh*d by the title of 
" lord Vaux the elder." He wrote a poem, 
much commended by Puttenham, boning 
" When Cupid fcaled firft the fort 5" and in the 
Harleian MS. Num. 1703, is ''A dyttye or 
fonet, made by the lorde Vans in time of the no- 
ble queene Marye, reprefentinge the image of 
Deathe** ^ thought by fome to be made upon hii 
death-bed*') ;* which is inferted among Surreys 

• Gascoigncs epistle " to all young gentlemen," pre- 
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poems, and quoteed in Shakfpeares Hamlet : both 
thefe arc reprinted by Percy. This Thomas lord 
Vaux, by a mistake of Puttenham, (who com- 
mends him chiefly for ^^ the facillitie of his mee- 
tre, and the aptneffe of his defcriptious, namely 
in fundry of his fongs, wherein he iheweth the 
counterfait action very lively & pleafantly'*,) has 
been confounded, by Wood and others, with his 
father Nicholas, whom he fucceeded in 1523, 
and who was no poet. See EDWARDS RI- 
CHARD. 

VAUX WILLIAM, lord Vaux, fon of the 
above nobleman, wrote feveral poems, in ^^ The 
paradice of daintie deuifes,** 1576. He *'mider- 
tooke to penne" the tragedy of '' king Edwards 
two fonnes cruelly murdered in the tower of Lon- 
don," for Bald wines '^ Myrrour for magistrates," 
1563 (feefo. 114, b.)5 but what he did therein 
we are not inform*d. He was funamon'd to par^ 
liament'in 1558, and dye' d in 1595. 

VAVASER. This name is annex'd to fome 

fix'd to his "workcs," 1575. Gascoigne, however, 
as mister Park obfervcs, fcouts this as a vulgar notion, 
and ridicules the abettors of it for their infantine cre- 
'dulity. 
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poems^ of queen Elizabeths time, in a MS. be- 
longing to Samuel Lyfons, efquire. 

VENNARD RICHARD of Lincolns-inn, has 
" The miracle of nature," a panegyrick on Q.

T. Efte, l(5oi, 4 to. 

VERS ANN, countefs of Oxford, firft wife to 
eaii Edward, the poet, and elded daughter of fir 
William Cecil, lord Burleigh, made *' Foure 
epytaphes, after the death of her young ibnne 
the lord Bulbecke, Cs'c." which, together with 
" the fowre laft lynes of [two] other that fhe 
made alfo," are inferted in Soothems poems. She 
dye'din* I587.t

t In the Cotton MS. (Julius F. z.) feveral Latin 
poems occur in commendation of ** Anna Vera," as the 
daughter of Ld.

Several fpecimens of lord 
Oxfords poetry occur in Englands Pamasfus, 
1600. In the pofthumous edition of lord Ox- 
fords works. Vol. I. two poems, by the earl of 
Oxford, are giveen from an ancient MS. miscel*

They are, probablelj, 
thofe of Arthur Warren, authour of " The poore 
mans pasfions, and poverties patience :*' printed 
by J. R. for R. B. 1605, 4to. A. W. has 
verfees prefix*d to Kendalls Flowers of epigrams, 
1577 J and others* *'in commendation of Gas- 
coigne and his pofies," 1575. Andrew Willett 
is a joint claimant to thefe initials. See his iar- 
tide. 

W. E. has a fonnet *' to his deere mistris, 
Elizabeth Sidney," before Markhams ^* Poem of 
poems or Sions mufe" [1595]. To the fame lady 
(fir P. Sidneys daughter) the poem is dedicateed. 
The fame initials are prefix'd to a poem intitle'd 
" Thamefeidos," 1600, 4to. 

W. G. fenior, and junior , wrote a couple of 
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fonnets^ prefix'd to Spenfers '*" Amoretti," 1595. 
G. W. alfo has verfees prefix'd to Cottons " Ar- 
mor of proofe, £5*0/* 1596. 

W. H. See WOTTON HENRY. 

W. J. has complimentary verfees before 
'' Morleys Practical introduction to muficke," 
1597. 

W. T. wrote '' an inuective agaynft treafon :** 
printed by Roger Madeley, in two columns on a 
half-iheet^ fignifying the joy of the people, 69*c 
on the 19 th of July 1553, when Mary Tudor was 
proclaimed queen.' See WATSON THOMAS. 

WALDEN lord Verfees by, Afhmoles MSS. 
781, or 6071. Thomas lord Howard of Wal- 
den, fuppofe*d to be the nobleman here intended, 
was fummon*d to parliament by writ, the 7 th of 
December, 1597. 

WALLSALL SAMUEL wrote " The authors 
method comprifed in verfe," prefix'd to Butteses 
" Dyets dry dinner," 1599, l2mo. and allfo 
more verfees " in prayfe of this learnedly witty 
booke."

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WARNER WILLIAM, an attorney of the. 
Common -pleas, was the authour of a work of 
confiderable merit, intitle'd " Albions EnglaBdi 
or a historical map of the fame illand:" printed 
by Gcoi^ Robinfon for Tho. Cadman, 1566: 
reprinted, as " The firA and fecond parts of 
Albions England : with historical! intermixtures, 
invention and variety, profitably, briefly, and 
pleafandy performed," by Thomaa Orwin, iseg; 
again, " the lAird time coireSed & aiu^ented," 
by the fame printer, 15^2 : again, by the widow 
Orwn, for I. B, isgS and 1597; and again, 
" leuiTed, and newly inlaiged by the author :" 
by Edmund BoUifant for George Potter, in l602. 
In 1606, appear'd "A continuance of Albions 
England : by the firft author. W. W." printed 
by Felix Kyngston for Geoi^ Potter. The laft 
edition, of which this " continuance," thou^ 
not actually reprinted, makes a part, was pub- 
Uih'd, af^ the authoars death, in 1612, for G. 
P. [George Potter]. All thefe editions are in 
quarto, and the firfl three of them in black 
letter.* Ames, in his " l^pographical anti-

prayer or h3rnin, printed at the end of Stemholds 
pfalms, begining : 

'* Preferve us, lord, by thy dear word. 
From Turk and Pope defend us, lord." 
He likewife rendered the 25 th pfahn of that 
verfion. The facetious biihop Corbet has an ad- 
drefs '' To the ghoft of Robert Wisdome." He 
dye*d in 1568.

WOnON SIR HENRY, bom in 1668, has 
an ode, under the fignatore H. W. in DavifcMis 
" Poetical rapfodj/* l602j being the firil poem 
in the Reliquicc Wottoniante, 1685, where it is 
faj'd to have been *' written in his yooth." The 
other poems in that collection are, apparently, of 
a lateer date. He dye*d provoft of Eton-coUegc 
in 1639. 

WRAGHTON WILLIAM, on the back of 
the title to his " Rescuynge of the Romiihe foxe, 
C^c." printed abroad, in 1545, 8vo. has certain 
verfces which *' The bannifhed fox of Rome 
fpeakethe/* See Herbert, p. 1557. 

WYATT SIR THOMAS, of Allington-castle 
in Kent, flile'd by Wood " The delight of the 
mufes and of mankind," wrote many fbnnets 
and other poems, includeing translations from the 
Latin and Italian poets, printed with thofe of 
Henry eari of Surrey. (See HOWARD.) In 
1 549 were printed by T. Raynald and J. Har- 
ryngton, " Certaine pfalmes chofen out of the 
pfalmes of Dauid commonly called vij penyten- 
tiall pfalmes, drawen into Engliih meter by fir 
Thomas Wyatt knyght, whereunto is added a 
prolog of the aucthore before euery pfalme yerj 
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pleafknt and profettable to the godly reader: 
which Mr. Warton, for whatever reafon^ thinks 
'^ a feparate work. from his translation of the 
whole pialtery." He dyc'd of a fever, at Sher- 
borne, in Dorfetihire, in the fummer of 1541, 
aged 38, and was inter*d ini the great church 
there. His head, probablely by Holbein, was 
prefixed to Lelands ^' Ncenice in mortem T. Via- 
ti" 1542. It reprefents him as a much older 
man than he live*d to be, with a large bufby 
beard. See that authoup CdUctanea, by Heame.* 
See BOLEYN. 

WYRLEY WILLIAM wrote two uncmth 
ditties, in feven-line ftanzas, printed at the end 
of Erdswickes " True ufe of armorie," 1592 : 
one intitle'd '' Lord Chandos y' the other, '' Ca- 
pitali de Buz." 

WYTHIPOLL master, of Ipswich, has a me- 
trical translation of '^ Certaine Latin verfes made

YELVERTON CHRISTOPHER wrote the 
epilogue to Gascoigne and Kynwdmerihes Jo- 
CMta, prefented, at Grays-inn, 1566 ^ being 
then a fcudent there $ afterward an eminent 
counfeilor, knight, and judge. He dye'd itt 1 607 . 

* Thefe poems are divideed into three parts, accord-

<< A dialogue betwene Diana & Venus : with ditties 
derifed at fundrie idle times for recreation iake." Onely 
one copy of this book appears to exift. It had formerly 
belong'd to T. Martin, the Suffolk antiquary ; at ma- 
jor Pearibns iale it was purchafe'd by mister Steevens;

piecees, chiefly lyrick. Of thefe not le(s than 
26 are inferted in ''Englands Helicon," l600. 
The above translation, though finiih'd in 1583, 
was not printed til 1598. There are, likewife, 
fome piecees of poetry in his translation of the 
fourth book of Guazzos '* Civile converfation :" 
pilnted by Thomas Eafl, 1586, 4 to. 

* Mister Steevens fuppofe'd his real name to be 
Pooley; which, ads mister Park, occurs in Yatcscs 
miscellany of poems, 15SZ. 
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Page 19, Notef. Chatterton mull be acquited as to 
a part of this anecdote, which he appears to have met 
with in Fullers Church- history, page 152 ; ** I finde," 
lays he, ** this Chaucer fined in the Temple two {hil- 
lings, for firiking a Franciscan frier in Fleet -ftreet."

Warton fays 
it is in ten books, and refers to Bi6, Bod, N£. F. 8. 9. 
and MSS.' Fairfax, 3. See, likewife, Tanners B/k 
Britan,Hiber, voce GOWER. 
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This ancient pocte, as he is characterife'd by Putten- 
ham, ** laving for his good and grave moralities, had 
nothing in hini highly to be commended, for his verfe 
was homelj, and without good meafure, his*wordet 
ilrained much deale out of the French writers, his ryme 
wrefied, and in his inventions fmall fubtiilitie." 

P. 299 19. * ** Ih a fimer-feafen ivhen fette tvat the 
fitmu,"2 Such is the reading of the firft line in all the 
printed copys, to which, as wel as to fifte, that of the 
manufcripts, Wartonand Percy prefer ibf, without re- 
garding the poets rule, ** to have tkrt [or /«wr] wordet in 
every verfe which beginne with fame Me letter" The 
three or four words thus distinguilh'd upon the prefent 
occafion are fomer feafin^ fetter and Jumu. Sette, it muft 
be allowM, is an unhapy epithet, which was, ceitainly« 
never inferted by the authour, nos in any one of the 
manu(cripts, which, if not very ancient, are, at leaft, 
very numerous ; all which, in fad, read fofte ; a word, 
Which, though precedeed by the requifite letter, waB, 
moft probablely, ejeded by Crowley the printer, who 
did not underfUnd its meaning, and injudiciously fub* 
ftituteed fette, which, at all events, begins with an /, 
and was, apparently, the onely wqrd, fo circumftance'd, 
which he could meet with for that purpofe. Unfor- 
tunately, for this verbal critick, his emendation is all- 
together inconfiilent with the poets idea : for, if the 
funne were fette, it&Jeat would not be fo intolerable as to 
force him to jSkope himfelf into Jkrouhs or Jirouds as he ** a 
ihepe, were;" and, indeed, he, exprefsly, tels us, it 
was

that he met with this " manreyloufe fwcvcn :"

The word, foftty however, as it is, apparently, the ori* 
ginal, fo is it, likewi(e, in all probability, the amhen- 
tick and genuine word, ufe'd by the authour himfelf ; 
and (e«ms, like many others, to have formerly had an 
appofite iignification, not at prefent underftood. In an 
ancient metrical romance, intitle*d The fowdon of Baiy* 
loyne, for ibme years in the posfesiion^ of the worthy doc- 
tor Farmer, and disperfe'd along with th^ other curiofi-^ 
tys of his invaluable and txtenlive library, are the fol- 
lowing lines :

quently fupplys, if not an endrc, or better word, st 
leaft, its more genuine orthography, and perfpicuout 
fignificatioo : to which we fbat rcadjly leave a.
